Portable radio telephone with key lighting function - includes back-light 
control circuit that makes only specific keys which are going to be 
operated, to light-up or blink

The telephone includes a back- light control circuit (7) . In the initial 
state, the back- light of all keys are lighted, or is made to blink. The 
back- light control circuit makes only the specific keys which are going to 
be operated to lit or blink. 

ADVANTAGE - Reduces chances of misoperation of keys. 
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ABSTRACT 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To reduce an error operation and to improve 
operability by lighting or blinking the backlight of entire keys at the 
outset and later, lighting or blinking the backlight of only the keys that 
are acceptable for a key operation. 

SOLUTION: In an initial state of a system, because every key operation is 
available, the backlight of every key is lighted or blinked. When an 
operator operates a key operating part 1, a controlling part 5 decides 
which key is available according to data that is stored in a state storage 
device 6 . And the part 5 controls a backlight lighting controlling part in 
such a way that only the backlight of the keys which are available is 
lighted or blinked. With this state, even if the key whose backlight is not 
lighted or blinked is operated, the operation is invalid. The part 3 lights 
or blinks only keys that are acceptable for a key operation next. 
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
